Back at the old stand again after 
a three-months silence, we express 
the hope first of all that our read- 
ers enjoyed and profited by the 
series of articles on social security 
for which we bowed out. With con- 
gress going back into session short- 
ly, it is imperative that those who 
read and approved those articles 
call upon their representatives and 
senators to vote for the Wagner- 
Murray-Dingell bill which incorpo- 
rates the vital improvements de- 
scribed in the series. 

Many startling: and encour- 
aging developments have taken 
place on the war fronts since 
we last “faced the facts.” The 
cleanup in Africa, the capture 
of Sicily and the invasion of 
Italy, when viewed in retrospect, 
have moved with amazing 
speed. On the eastern front, 
Russia, for the first time since 
the war started, is succeeding 
in pushing back the nazis 
during summer weather, a sure 
sign that the blitzkrieg is on 
the blink. In the Pacific, the 
Japs have taken one beating 
after another and our forces are 
pressing relentlessly forward 
toward vantage points from 
which the Japanese islands can 
be blasted into the sea. 

But there is one battle which is 
going against America. That is the 
battle of Washington. 


The Battle of Washington 


We don’t pretend to understand 
all the ins and outs of the depres- 
sing goings-on in the nation’s capi- 
tol during the past few months. 
The moment any particular situa- 
tion does not come up to expecta- 
tions you can be sure that a flood 
of new regulations will issue forth 


to make matters worse. And if 
things seem te be going along all- 
right another set of bureaucrats 
will start meddling around and gum 
up the works. 


To complicate matters fur- 
ther, whenever such mistakes 
happen the political opposition 
and the pre-war isolationists 
jump into the picture and 
take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to smear and revile the 
administration and to under- 
mine public confidence. 
Sometimes, in fact, you wonder 

whether .the politicians and office- 
holders in Washington know there 
is a war going on. 

This is all very general. We in- 
tend, however, to get specific with 
regard to certain conditions deeply 
affecting the workers of the coun- 
try. 

For instance, last March manage- 
ment and labor in the west coast 
aircraft plants asked the war labor 
board to approve wage increases

A Showdown Needed 


That story has a fairly happy 
ending. We wish we could say as 
much for price stabilization. The 
OPA, the war food administration 
and other agencies have let the cost 
of living run beyond the bounds of, 
control and, even worse, they have 
tried to kid the public into believ- 
ing that prices were being reduced. 
However, the public is paying the 
bills and knows better. 

There is going to have to be a 
quick showdown on this issue. The 
president has promised to make 
recommendations to congress for 
further action to permit the gov- 
ernment to carry out the provisions 
of the economic stabilization act, 
which says that prices must be 
stabilized along with wages at the 
levels prevailing on September 15. 
1942. We hope the president will 
do his stuff. 


Purposely, we have refrained 
from referring to the squabbles 
between public officials which 
have enlivened the battle of 
Washington. These are but 
minor symptoms of the lack of 
unity and purpose and cohesive- 
ness which afflict official 
Washington. 

Nor is labor entirely immune. A 
few days ago, we read an editorial 
in the Daily Worker taking Sir 
Walter Citrine to task because he 
favors practical collaboration be- 
tween the British trades union con- 
gress and the American Federation 
of Labor over theoretical alliances 
between the BTUC, the alleged 
Soviet trade union movement, the 
CIO and a paper organization of 
left-wing South Americans. Lo and 
behold, the CIO followed up this 
diatribe with an editorial in its 
own official publication § striking 
the same note. 

The Daily Worker and the CIO 
don't seem to be able to understand 
why British labor won't cooperate 
with them. We know the answer. 
Six months ago Sir Walter Citrine 
and other British labor leaders | 
asked the CIO for a few facts. The 
CTO refused even to disclose its 
paid-up membership. In the face of | 
this attitude the British dropped | 
the CIO like a hot potato. We, 
think the British know what it's 
all about,

Whenever 
their calculations have been ques- 
tioned, it has been customary for | 
this governmental department to| 
explain that the rates were the 
only ones that could be established, 
since the unions do not send in 
their new contracts to keep the di-

Although this negligence on the | 
part of the unions is not to be| 
either condoned or defended but | 
sharply criticized, the law, never-| 
theless, makes it mandatory on the 
Bacon-Davis division to ascertain 
what the prevailing wage rates 


really are in a given industry of a| 
certain area. For this division to} 
use the excuse of not receiving all | 
the data to absolve themselves of | 
their responsibility is not enough, | 
for it is their job to ferret out the| 
information until they do have ade- 
quate information on which to base 
decisions 


As a result of this bungling 
and inefficiency a number of 
construction jobs have been 
classified for wages far below 
the prevailing rates. When any | 
construction job under the | 
jurisdiction of the OPM agree® | 
ment is involved, the Bacon- 
Davis division wage figures are 
determining. Since all construc- 
tion jobs which do not come 
under the OPM agreement — 
and these constitute a very 
small portion of the total jobs— 
rates on these jobs have to re- 
ceive the approval of the war 
labor board directly. The OPM 
jobs go through the wage ad- 
jostment board, the specially 
created subsidiary body of the 
war labor board that has juris- 
diction over all OPM building

This board is very 
reluctant, however, to act on any 
wage increase that may be re- 
quested by the unions and the em- 
ployers of the building industry 
unless there is such a_ pre-deter- 
mined rate. So it all resolves itself 
into a lot of confusion and delay. 

First of all, it is ridiculous to 
permit several wage rates to exist 
side by side, not because they are 
going rates but because there are 
several departments involved in 
establishing those rates. If the war 
labor board has the authority to 
establish wage rates—which it has 

then it should proceed to do so 
on the basis of the data which it 
has in its possession and which it 
can get from the unions and con- 
tractors involved. Each form 10 
that is submitted is usually docu- 
mented to substantiate the wage 
claims that are made by both 
These claims alone are 


tion of a wage bracket after the 
board has checked the veracity of 
the figures given, 


The war labor board does 
not have to be guided by the 
Bacon-Davis division before it 
establishes a going rate of 
wages. If it does so, then it 
will be impossible to really 
carry out the economic stabil- 
ization director’s clarification 
order eliminating wage inequali- 
ties. If the war labor board 
would insist that the wage ad- 
justment board and the Bacon- 
Davis division of the depart- 
ment of labor get together and 
hear all evidence as to what 
the actual wages are in the 
building and construction indus- 
try im the various localities, 
much friction and misunder- 
standing could be avoided as 
well as the more dangerous 
eventuality of job stoppages. 

This lack of coordination is re- 
sponsible right now for the obvious- 
ly intolerable situation prevailing 
in Contra Costa county where car- 
penters in Richmond receive $1.50 
per hour while those in Martinez, 
just around the bay, receive only 
$1.37% per hour. The tenth regional 
war labor board has established 
the $1.50 rate for all carpenters in 
the San Francisco bay area, which 
includes the above territory. Many 
more examples of this kind could 
be cited to prove how disastrous 
such a policy is. It is high time 
that the national war labor board 
do something about it, if for no 
reason than for the sake of 
some clarity and a semblance of 
order.

Flight in Bomber With 
U. S. Raiders— 

Duels With Nazi Fighters 
Over Le Bourget 


“Flying fortress formations 
bombed the aircraft factory and 
park at LeBourget in France today. 
3ombing results were good. Fighter 
opposition was encountered.” 


So ran part of the bald official 
communique. Behind that sober 
statement of fact lay a story of 
thousands of hours of laborious 


preparations, a mass of detailed 
planning, and a great feat of arms 
in the face of strong enemy opposi- 
tion. It was in fact an ordinary 
raid by Boeing fortress heavy bomb- 
| ers based in England. I was privi- 
leged to accompany it. 

The flight, in which a large num- 
| ber of fortresses fought their way 
to the target, bombed with precision, 
|and then fought their way back 
until Spitfires could take up their 
protection, was a magnificent de- 
monstration of the power of Amer- 
ican attack. To the observer it was 


at once exhilirating, frightening, 
|absorbing and altogether impres- 
sive. 


For some weeks I had been train- 
ing for this raid with American air 
crews, learning the detailed opera- 
tion of the fortress bomber and 
taking part in a number of “prac- 
tice missions” including flying to 
heights of around 35,000 feet. 

Living with the crews, one was 
able to absorb a little of the atmo-| 
sphere of these small sections of 
America in England which are the 
operational bomber stations under 
Brigadier-General Fred’k. L. An- 
derson’s command. Each bomber 
crew is a highly developed team, 
each man an offensive technician 
immensely keen on his job, whether 
he be pilot, navigator, bombardier, 
radio operator, or gunner. Among 
those crews there is one idea to 
get at the enemy. 

All these things focussed sharply 
in one’s mind when we were called 
for the raid early in the morning. 
| The target was LeBourget — the 
| repair and maintenance workshops 
| vital to the German fighter force in 
France; LeBourget, where Lind- 
bergh landed 16 years before. A
